But the project is coming under 
increasing scrutiny from Albany city and 
fire officials, as well as neighboring El 
Cerrito, which has threatened litigation if 
its concerns are not met. 

The district identified mitigations in a 
document released Sept. 6 as key to re- 
sponding to 500 pages of resident and city 
comments received on the project. The 
district is attempting to complete a nega- 
tive declaration for the school meant to 
exempt it from an environmental impact 
review under the California Environmental 
Quality Act (CEQA). 

“They’ ve never discussed those mitiga- 
tions with the city. I’m a little concerned 
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about the process. It’s one thing to say these 
are some of our ideas, it’s another to send 
the city a plan saying ‘this is what is pro- 
posed, whatis your response to it,’” Albany 
Planning Manager Gary Patton said. 

Patton, in a letter representing the city’s 
position to school district consultant Laird 
Neuhart released Tuesday, reiterated the 
city’s position that until proposals involv- 
ing the city’s right of way (i.e. streets) gain 
city approval they can’t be considered 
mitigations. 

Patton’s letter also asserts that the dis- 
trict should move to a full environmental 
impact review because the project has 
caused a public controversy.

I fully support the passage of the 
Landscaping and Lighting Assessment at its 
current level, and the $125 Fire Suppression 
Assessment. The city receives only 22 cents of 
every property tax dollar collected, but all of 
the funds from these assessments will stay in El] 
Cerrito and pay for needed services. My post- 
Prop. 13 property taxes will be high, but the 
city cannot alter the inequities caused by that 


statewide measure. 


After studying the city’s finances, I know 
that the money from these assessments is 
critical to maintaining and enhancing our 
quality of life. For about $10 a month more 
than we pay now, we can secure our fire 
services. As a homeowner, I view this a 
inexpensive property insurance. I do not want 
my property value to decline, as it might if our 
services and programs are cut any further.

United States compared to other 
industrialized nations, approxi- 
mately 5,700 per year, and guessed 
that interconnected fire alarms in 
homes would more than double a 
person’s chance of survival over 
those who had only standard alarms 


The new, interconnected alarms 
are different from the battery-oper- 
ated kind in that if one is activated 
all the alarms in a home would go 
off. McGinn estimated the cost of 
the alarms to be between $800 and 
$1,000. As is, city code requires 
interconnected alarms in additions 
but not in the rest of the home. 

According to Planning Manager 
Gary Patton, additions which would 
trigger the alarm come before the 
Planning and Zoning Commission 
“fairly often,” approximately two 
per meeting. 

“This probably comes as close to 
life insurance as you can get,” said 
McGinn, who added that the ordi- 
nance would put Albany at the fore- 
front of fire safety. When asked by 
Councilmember Bob Good if he 
could verify the ordinance as put- 
ting Albany ahead of other cities, 
McGinn said he could not and would 
look into the matter.

new garbage pickup

EL CERRITO — The El Cerrito 
City Council has approved a new 
system of garbage collection in El 
Cerrito with two major changes set 
to take place beginning March 31, 
1997. Garbage will be collected at 
the curbside, rather than from back 
yards, and a new service will be 
added, collection of residential 
greenwaste. 

“Greenwaste” is the 90s term 
for grass clippings, brush, trimmed 
tree limbs and other yard debris, 
waste that can take up a tremendous 
percentage of the weekly garbage 
can. Recycling of greenwaste is 
considered to be a major factor in 
reducing the amount of garbage 
going to the landfill; the service is 
being implemented in cities all over 
California. 

Cost is a major factor in switch- 
ing garbage collection services to 
the curbside. According to commu- 
nity and administrative services 
manager Jim Randall, savings from 
that change should almost cover the 
costs to be incurred by the new 
greenwaste program. 

“We believe that by amortizing 
the costs over a long period of time, 
they will effect little change in the 
rates residents are paying,” Randall 
said. “We expect any increases to 
be minimal — if there are any. 

“We’ ve only been talking in gen- 
eral numbers until now,” he said. 
“Now we’ll have to sit down and 
work out the specifics.” 

If there are any resultant rate 
changes, they should not go into 
effect until the program begins. 

East Bay Sanitary Service, which 
holds the city’s garbage franchise, 
does not foresee any major expenses 
for its company. Two employees 
were needed per truck when gar- 
bage had to be picked up from the 
rear yard. Only one will be needed 
for curbside pickup; the second 
employee will operate the 
greenwaste truck. 

The main program costs will in- 
volve purchase of wheeled carts for 
each resident. Each will receive two 
wheeled carts, a 32-gallon garbage 
and a64-gallon cart for greenwaste. 
The pickup of greenwaste and gar- 
bage would be scheduled for the 
same day, though whether the ser- 
vice will be weekly (like garbage) 
or bi-weekly has not yet been de- 
cided. 

“Ttreally depends on what people 
are willing to pay,” said Becky 
Dowdakin, integrated wastes ser- 
vices manager. “Weekly service 


(would) be more effective in get- 
ting the greenwaste out of the yard 
and out of the garbage can. It would 
also be more expensive. . 

“If we don’t want any rate 
change, we probably need to offer 
bi-weekly pickup.” 

Residents may be able to pay 
less than they pay now, at any rate. 

“A mini-can will also be avail- 
able,” said Dowdakin. “Theoreti- 
cally, some people will be able to 
switch to smaller cans once they 
can recycle their yard waste rather 
than throwing it away.” 

At the suggestion of a resident, 
the City Council also instructed staff 
to investigate the possibility of of- 
fering a “micro-can” for those who 
have even less garbage to throw 
away than. would fill the 20-gallon 
mini-can. 

Dowdakin said staff is pursuing 
that possibility. She noted that the 
city of Berkeley offers 14-gallon 
cans and that it would not be impos- 
sible to work out an arrangement 
for even smaller sizes. As for the 
design of the carts, she said, the 
Integrated Waste Management task 
force will focus on that decision at 
its next meeting. 

“There are many different ven- 
dors with different cart elements 


available,” she said. 
Senior or disabled residents con- 


cerned about their ability to push 
the carts to the curbside need not 
worry, said Randall. 

“Exceptions and exemptions will 
be built into the program,” he said. 

Randall suggested that those resi- 
dents wait for a letter containing 
instructions for requesting exemp- 
tions. The letters will be mailed to 
all residents in plenty of time to 
make arrangements before March. 

In another proposed change, 
semi-annual, citywide “bulky waste 
pickup days” will be eliminated, 
since it is estimated that over 75 
percent of the materials picked up 
in the semi-annual citywide clean- 
up days is yard waste. 

Residents will be allowed to call 
in once yearly for a special pickup 
of their extra trash, however. 

The changes are based on rec- 
ommendations made last year by 
the IWM Task Force which was 
created by the council in December 
of 1992 to evaluate all aspects of the 
city’s waste management services 
and needs, including garbage col- 
lection, recyclable materials col- 
lection, processing and sales of those 
materials, yard waste collection and 
other current and potential pro- 
grams.

,size plans move forward 


At the Sept. 11 study 
session, personnel director 
Linda Lester described current 
efforts to hire teachers for the 
new classroom positions. The 
district is working in 
conjunction with Cal State- 
Hayward in the recruitment 
and training of interns who 
have already completed much 
of their teacher training and 
certification prior to joining 
the program. Not alliof the 
interns will serve first-grade 
classes, as some current 
teachers may ask to be 
reassigned to the new 
classrooms. 

Addressing space issues, 
Deputy Superintendent 
Santiago Wood estimated a 
need for between 20-30 
additional portables, 
emphasizing that he was still 
gathering data. He noted that 
prices for new portables have 
risen by 30 percent as demand 
around the state has grown 
with school districts clamoring 
for the facilities to house 
additional classes. 

Describing. the development 
of an implementation plan for 
the class size reduction 
program, Associate 
Superintendent Anna 
Blackman said that, when 
asked, most elementary school 
principals had said they could 
be ready to begin by Monday, 
Sept. 23. She noted that three 
schools (Stege, Coronado, and 
Washington) had already 
reduced class size prior to the 
new state program using other 
funding sources. 

Changing guidelines from 
the state have also made for a 
fluid planning environment. 
Originally, the state had 
indicated that virtually all 
available school space, 
including libraries and 
teachers’ rooms, must be 
utilized for the program before 
schools could be eligible for 
state facilities assistance. 
Subsequent cleanup legislation 
has relaxed these rules 
somewhat and schools may 
now keep their libraries, but 
the fate of other rooms being 
used for schoolwide programs 
(like science and computer 
labs) is still in doubt and will 
be looked at on a site-by-site 
basis. 

Dana Meyer, Richmond, 
encouraged the board to move 
rapidly, noting that Mira Vista 
Elementary has the space to 
move forward now. Parents

and community members 
providing input to the board 
generally favored moving 
forward with the class size 
reduction program but 
significant reservations were 
also expressed, including the 
wisdom of a mid-year transition 
for students, potential loss of 
facilities like computer labs 
which provide benefit to the 
entire school, and the need to 
involve sites in planning and 
implementation decisions. 

Robin Winton, E] Cerrito, 
asked the district to “please 
involve parents and let us help 
you make it a reality while 
minimizing disruption.”

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EI Cerrito gives go ahead to 
Kensington Montessori school

KENSINGTON The 
Montessori Family School will be 
allowed to operate an 80-student 
elementary school in the First Uni- 
tarian Church of Berkeley at One 
Lawson Road, Kensington. 

El Cerrito City Planner Ed 
Phillips said Tuesday the city is 
satifisfied that conditions set in the 
Contra Costa County Planning 
Commission’s approval of the ap- 
plication will adequately address 
expected impacts on El Cerrito 
neighborhoods. 

(The Kensington Municipal Ad- 
visory Council has also approved 
the school.) 

The church is located at the bor- 
der of Kensington and El Cerrito. 
Its parking lot, at the north end, is 
located within El Cerrito. 

Some neighbors have raised con- 
cerns about traffic impacts. 

Phillips said he had assumed on 
first seeing the school’s plans that 
parents would pick up and drop off 
their children in the parking lot and 
“made a series of recommenda- 
tions” to the planning commission 
for “stronger, more focused mitiga- 
tion measures.” 

Asaresult, the school has agreed 
that drop-off and pick-up of chil- 


dren will be made on the east side of 
the school, overthe Kensington line. 
If this doesn’t work, the school has 
been informed that it must apply for 
a conditional use permit for use of 
the El Cerrito portion of the church 
property. 

Phillips is satisfied with this so- 
lution. 

Access is another major issue. In

consultation with Kensington Po- 
lice Chief Jim Bray and others, 
Phillips recommended that access 
to the school be made the same way 
both before and after school. Par- 
ents will access Craft Avenue from 
Arlington Boulevard, drive up 
through the parking lot to the east 
side, drop off or pick up their chil- 
dren, then continue on a southerly 
route through Kensington. 

The school has agreed to instruct 
parents to take that route. Phillips 
believes the one-way direction of 


traffic is an adequate mitigation 
measure to address neighborhood 
traffic concerns in El Cerrito. 

One concern remains to be ad- 
dressed, from Phillips viewpoint. 
Craft Avenue neighbors, who live 
directly on the west side of the 
school’s parking lot, want speed 
humps installed to reduce the speed 
of traffic. 

“You are also aware that as a 
result of incessant unsafe speeds by 
voluminous church traffic, for sev- 
eral years the residents of Craft 
Avenue have been requesting speed 
humps on this street,” wrote Craft 
Avenue resident Ryan Werner in a 
letter to Phillips. “The desire for 
speed humps is nearly unanimous, 
if not completely so.” 

A city traffic study, however, 
indicates that the street does not 
qualify for the undulations, since 
the correct percentage of vechicular 
traffic does not exceed 30 miles per 
hour. 

Phillips said Tuesday a second 
study will be undertaken after school 
starts to again assess speed condi- 
tions. The school will pay for the 
speed humps if the city approves 
them. 

Other mitigations were also set; 
neighbors are not completely satis- 
fied.

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Inheriting a castle no dream for locals 


Hasn’t everyone dreamed of 
inheriting a castle? A castle 
somewhere in Europe, amid 
lovely rolling hills, with trees, 
shrubs and lakes all around it? 
An impossible dream, but a 
lovely one. 


But that is what happened to 
Christopher Kump. He inherited 
just such a castle in the Tyrol in 
Austria, and from all the 
pictures I have seen it is in one 
of the loveliest settings in that 
very lovely land. 


Chris Kump is married to 
localite Margaret Fox, and 
together they opened and run the 
very popular Beaujolais 
restaurant in Mendocino. And if 
you haven’t eaten there you 
have indeed missed a wonderful 
treat. Margaret has also written 
cookbooks which have become 
equally popular. 


And now Chris and Margaret 
own a Castle in Austria. They 
are using about 10 rooms in this 
lovely place as a bed-and- 
breakfast. It is open only a few 
months a year, thus far, but it is 
quickly becoming the place to 
go for a visit to Salzburg, 
Innsbruck and other fabled 
places. 


But it is the castle itself that 
fascinates me. It is, indeed, a 
medieval castle. It began with a 
Roman tower built in the pre- 
Christian era over 2,000 years 
ago. From atop this tower one 
can see the magnificent scenery 
nearby and far away. The tower 
is one of the watchtowers the 
Romans built every 14 leagues 
up through the Brenner pass (the 
lowest crossing point in the 
Alps) and on into Germany. 


Many years later, after the 
fall of Rome, an unknown 
family built a home next to the 
rock on which the tower was 
built. And thus Schloss Matzen 
was born. 


The rest I quote from some of 
the literature given to me by 
Harold Fox, Margaret’s father, 
who called this to my attention. 
He is fascinated by the castle, its 
story, and everything to do with 
it 

“The first known records of 
Matzen documented its sale in 
1167 to the Freudsburgs, the 
richest and most powerful 
family of central Europe at that 
time. After 300 years they, too, 
sold it. It continued to be owned 
by private families, which was 
rare for castles, most of which 
ended up in the hands of either 
the church or the state. Each 
family made additions or 
renovations, continuing until the 
present day. The final exterior 
building was completed in 
1492.” 


In the 1960s, when 
Christopher Kump’s grandfather 
saw it, fell in love with it, and 
bought it, he put in modern — 
and, according to Harold Fox — 
very beautiful bathrooms and 
central heating. Central heating 
in a castle so large is very

difficult to provide, and it was a 
major undertaking. All of this 
was done very carefully and 
painstakingly so as to preserve 
the very special architecture and 
ambience. 


Schloss Matzen — Fox notes 
that Matzen is a Roman word 
used for a road or a pathway. 
However, as noted, only the 
seven-story tower was built by 
the Romans, to be used by the 
Roman legions who were trying 
to keep the Germanic hordes out 
of the empire. 


Christopher’s father, Earnest 
Kump, was a well-known 
architect. Born in Bakersfield, 
he started working with the 
school district there, and became 
a specialist in schools, and built 
them all the way from 
Bakersfield to the Oregon 
border. 


After his retirement in 1957, 
Earnest Kump decided to go to 
Austria and look up the family 
there. It was then someone said 
to him, “You are an architect; 
would you like to go see the 
famous Matzen castle?”

The RV fell out of commission 
in Massachussetts, victim of a 
sprained rear axel. Once again, the 
kayaking community came to 
Moorhouse’s rescue, offering her 
rides to and from the beach and 
inviting her to stay in their homes 
overnight. 

“That made everything go the 
way I’d wanted it to go in the first 
place,” Moorhouse laughed. “It 
gave everyone a chance to get in- 
volved in their own way.” 

Among the people Moorhouse 
met on those sleep-overs was a 
woman who shares her name. Leigh 
Moorhouse the second heard about 
Leigh Moorhouse the first through 
reports on the radio, phoned in from 
sea on a cellular phone. She then 
asked the kayaker go to her home in 
Maine and meet her daughter, a 
woman of her own exact age who 
happened to be dying of breast can- 
cer. 

“It really downsized me,” 
Moorhouse said. “You get a lot of 
attention on a trip like this, and I 
always tried to stay on top of the 
fact that it’s not about me, it’s about 
the cause, and that (experience) re- 
ally put me back in my place.

have discovered after struggling to 
do so. 

“It was like a neon sign,” 
Moorhouse said. “Nobody could 
possibly get rid of those.” 

Moorhouse would like to believe 
no harm was meant, and in fact 
most of the people she met on her 
journey were kind. Just before her 
kayak was lost, she’d been received 
by the indigenous Passmoquoddy 
of Eastport, Maine, who held a tribal 
ceremony with chants, drumming 
and a prayer circle in her honor.

Brown Out Still: Every week 
like clockwork, I get letters and 
calls from East Bay readers who 
are fans of ousted Channel 7 
anchor Richard Brown and 
want to know about the classy 
Canadian anchorman’s 
whereabouts and his job 
prospects. 

So, I picked up the phone, eh, 
and called Brown. Besides, I 
wanted to see what he thought 
about the upcoming NHL 
season, eh? How about them 
Maple Leafs, Canucks, and 
Canadiens, eh? 

Brown, speaking in his 
familiar well-modulated tones 
from his home out in Danville, 
sounded upbeat, saying, “I’ve 
been talking to a lot of people. 
I’ve been trying to look in the 
West, mainly, although my first 
choice is still a station in the 
Bay Area.” 

Brown, co-anchor on KGO’s 
top-rated local TV newscast, 
was ousted June 13, replaced by 
the youthful Dan Ashley after 
being told his audience research 
wasn’t good. That’s a point 
some of his audience, anyway, 
would dispute. I still strongly 
suspect Brown was ousted in the 
hope that Ashley would attract 
younger demos (viewers), 
though I can’t prove it. 

And in the competitive and 
often-unpredictable TV 
business, even being No. 1 
sometimes isn’t good enough. 
Ask another classy anchor, 
Suzanne Shaw, now at KRON. 
KGO was also at the top of the 
local Nielsen ratings when she 
was let go from Channel 7 six 
years ago. 

“If I have to leave the Bay 
Area, I will,” says Brown, who 
won a Peabody in his fifth and 
last year at the ABC-owned 
station. “I still want to return 
here eventually.” 

Brown says he’s still sticking 
to his previous statement that he 
won't return to his native 
Canada to take another anchor 
job, though he does add, “One 
should never say never.” A 
Canadian anchor job, while it 
may not pay as much as the 
$400,000 that’s about the 
average here, offers a bit more 
security, 

Brown points out, 
explaining: “In Canada you get 
put on staff. Here, anchors have 
individual contracts with their 
stations.” 

So, how’d Brown spend his 
summer? “It was a bizarre

summer,” he laughs. “Before, I 
had no time for anything. This 
summer I had time to play a 
huge amount of golf, to 
occasionally go to Tahoe, to 
finish some home projects.” 
Brown’s probably not hurting 
financially, as he reportedly got 
a good severance package from 
KGO when his pact wasn’t 
renewed. 

Brown has a daughter who’s a 
junior in college. He says, “The 
joke I’ve been using is that my 
daughter’s now the only one in 
the family who’s gainfully 
employed. She had a job here 
this summer.” 

I mention all the letters and 
reader inquiries I get about him. 
“T get that all the time in 
public,” he says. “Viewers will 
walk up to me and say, ‘We 
really miss you.’ I even got that 
at my dentist’s office the other 
day.” Brown says that KGO-TV 
has been good about forwarding 
his mail. 

“A lot of them tell me they 
won't watch Channel 7 news 
since I left,” says Brown. The 
personable anchor says he gives 
such disaffected viewers a stock 
reply: “Write a letter to the 
general manager.” 

That would be: Jim Topping 
at 900 Front St., San Francisco, 
94111. Not that I’d encourage 
that kind of thing or that it 
would do any good (it probably 
won’t). Although ... if you’re 
writing anyway, you might also 
want to add a short P.S. to 
Topping that the KGO exec 
really should consider re- 
assigning weatheroberfuhrer 
Pete “Look, I’ve Got a Beard 
Because I’ve Just Been on 
Vacation” Giddings to the 5:30 
a.m. newscast.

century clan in the 12th cen- 
tury. The sad story of 


Shunkan has been a famous one, and it was fascinating to see 
how the details are changed to suit the stage. 

In the original, the priest Shunkan and two noblemen are 
exiled to an island for plotting against Taira no Kiyomori, 
the country’s dictator. The noblemen devote their time to 
prayers, one of them creating 1,000 tiny stupas which he sets 
afloat on the ocean. One stupa eventually reaches the capi- 
tal, with the result that Kiyomori relents and pardons the 
noblemen, but not Shunkan. 

The Shunkan of Heike Monogatari is a comic loser from 
the start. He takes no part in his companion’s prayers; and 
when their pardon arrives, he puts on a world-class display 
of whining. As the boat leaves with the others (according to 
Helen McCullough’s translation), “Shunkan made desper- 
ate efforts to go along, scrambling up and falling back, 
falling back and scrambling up. ... When the sailors untied 
the hawsers and pushed off, Shunkan clung to a rope, letting 
himself be dragged until the water reached his hips, his 
armpits, and then his head. He caught hold of the boat when 


he could no longer stand. ‘Are you really going to abandon 
me?

Dustin Hoffman, playing Teach 
in the film adaptation of David 
Mamet’s American Buffalo, looks 
out the window of the second- 
hand shop where he and shop 
owner Don (“NYPD Blue”’s 
Emmy winner Dennis Franz) are 
planning a burglary. Seeing a 
police car, he mutters, “Cops,” 
making a little circling hand ges- 
ture in front of his chest. You 
could ruminate for hours about 
what that gesture means without 
finding an answer, except that it 
perfectly defines Teach and his 
take on life. 

Teach, Don, and the teenaged 
Bob (Sean Nelson, who made his 
debut in Fresh) are the only char- 
acters in American Buffalo, al- 
though others — poker friends 
Fletch, Grace, and Ruthie — are 
mentioned, their names often pref- 


aced by a four-letter word. If ever 
there was an ensemble piece, this 
isit, and director Michael Corrente 
makes the threesome work as if 
they’d been together for years. 

Which is a good thing, because 
there isn’t much going on in 
American Buffalo aside from the 
dialogue and the acting. But that’s 
plenty, because nobody writes dia- 
logue like Mamet, and the acting 
is in a class by itself. 

Teach’s long opening mono- 
logue, peppered with obscenities, 
is so brilliant you forget to pay 
attention to what he’s saying. His 
hair long and greasy, his face 
stubbled, Hoffman’s Teach rants 
on about business, loyalty, last 
night’s card game, and what is 
going on between Don and his 
young gofer, Bob.

The 1996-97 Cal Performances 
series got a spectacular launch 
Saturday with an appearance by 
the Grand Kabuki Theatre. The 
performance was followed by a 
benefit at UC’s Pauley Ballroom, 
sponsored by the cream of the Bay 
Area’s corporate Japanese com- 
munity. The bubble economy may 
have burst in Japan, but I’d never 
seen such a string of stretch limos 
along Bancroft Way. 

As a Japanophile who prefers 
to savor Japanese culture from 
this side of the Pacific, quite a bit 
of my experience with Japanese 
theater has been in Zellerbach 
Hall. The offerings—including 
this company in its 1990 US. 
tour—have been rich, though in 
recent years they’ ve been reduced 
to taiko drumming, which doesn’t

rise to the level of theater. 

For Americans, an encounter 
with first-rate traditional Japanese 
theater can be profoundly affect- 
ing, even if it bears little connec- 
tion to the experience of Japanese 
connoisseurs. You have the choice 
of following the drama via a nar- 
ration broadcast to an earplug, or 
not. In some ways, the second fs 
the better choice. 

On Saturday, the narration was 
by the 79-year-old Faubion Bow- 
ers (an Oakland Tribune interview 
with him was included in the press 
packet), who left Oklahoma for 
Japan at 16 and never looked back. 
During a lifetime championing 
kabuki, he picked up a vaguely 
British accent, and his narration 
was a combination of tentative 
translation (sometimes trying out

two or three ways to translate a 
phrase) and commentary. It was 
charming but, alas, often intru- 
sive; and of course, any translator 
drowns out the wonderfully exag- 
gerated inflection of kabuki act- 
ing. The company ought to con- 
sider supertitles, which have their 
own drawbacks but are at least 
silent and easy to ignore. 

In some ways, tuning out the 
translation is an example of “less 
is more.” It leaves the mind free to 
focus on the subtleties of tradi- 
tional Japanese stagecraft, includ- 
ing the minimalist scenery and 
primitive music. 

I use the word primitive advis- 
edly. For centuries, Japanese aris- 
tocratic taste valued the preserva- 
tion of the simplest and most an- 
cient art forms. The “music” for 
both noh and kabuki is restricted 
mainly to gutteral noises (some- 
times close to barking) accompa- 
nied by samisen strumming that 
never rises to the level of melody, 
and percussion that never ap- 
proaches rhythm. It’s bewilder- 
ing at the same time that it wafts 
you back into the mists of time. 

The same can be said of the 
acting techniques; no other the- 
ater gives you so great a sense of 
connection to the distant, distant

“In despair, Shunkan went back 
to the beach, threw himself down, 
and beat his feet against the sand 
like a child who wants his nurse or 
his mother. ‘Let me go with you! 
Take me!’ he shrieked.” 

How can so comic a scene be 
turned into the stuff of tragedy? 
The kabuki dramacreates a wholly 
new character for Shunkan. In the 
drama, Kiyomori’s son permits 
Shunkan to leave the island, 
though not return to Kyoto with 
the others. But Shunkan nobly 
decides to remain on Devil’s Is- 
land so that one of the other nobles 
can take back the fisherwoman he 
has fallen in love with. 

Yet many of the dramatic 
touches of the original story are 
retained. In both, Shunkan pores 
over the letter of pardon, looking 
for his name, even checking the 
letter’s paper wrapping. As the 
sailors cast off to return home, 
they toss a mammoth rope across 
the beach, and Shunkan grabs it, 
letting himself be dragged out of 
sight. Then he returns for a hugely 
melodramatic scene of desolation 

on the island. 

Well, the character of 
Shunkanhas been altered, but the 
ultimate result is the same—a 
compelling image of desertion and 


past. 

Saturday’s program presented 
two pieces—the first being a 
comic skit about a lord and his 
servant who go fishing for wives, 
the second a much longer drama 
about the exile of the priest 
Shunkan, a figure drawn from 
Japanese history. 

The troupe’s star, Nakamura 
Kichiemon II, plays an ugly 
woman in the first piece, then takes 
on the role of Shunkan. Both are 
exercises in the grotesque, which 
is clearly the actor’s strength. 

The use of the onnagata (a man 
portraying a woman) is one of the 
most striking features of kabuki. 
All three of the women characters 
presented Saturday were comic, 
or verged onit. Droll as they were, 
it was a slight disappointment. In 
the troupe’s last appearance here, 
we saw an example of the onnagata 
as tragic heroine, and it was ex- 
ceedingly moving, without a hint 
of irony. 

However, that isn’t meant to 
detract from my gratitude for the 
richness of this presentation. Cal 
Performances deserves thanks for 
bringing this stellar troupe to the 
East Bay. Indeed, no other per- 
forming arts series in the region 
matches the consistent excellence 
of Cal Performances’ lineup.

The big losers this year are the 
box seat holders. Boxes have been 
carved out of the back of the or- 
chestra, but they are now the sort 
of boxes found at a ballpark;

A major difference from 1928 
is the placing of the orchestra 
(we're talking now of the instru- 
mentalists rather than the ground- 
floor seats) behind the stage, about 
30 feet in the air behind a scrim. 
And no attempt has been made to 
create a proscenium, Instead, the 
hall is dominated by a huge thrust 
stage. 

In a preview tour for the press 
held two weeks ago, general di- 
rector Lotfi Mansouri said that 
the company decided it would be 
a mistake to try to reproduce the 
features of the War Memorial.

Turning their challenges into op- 
portunities, his team has explored 
the potential of the space. 

Based on the Igor performance, 
Mansouri and his team have done 
better than I would have thought 
possible. 

The thrust stage concept is al- 
most more common than not in 
venues specializing in spoken 
(rather than musical) drama, but I 
can’t remember any on this scale. 
The effect is closer to monumen- 
tal outdoor performance spaces, 
like those that make use of Roman 
ruins. 

In “Igor,” which makes maxi- 
mum use of the opportunities, 
crowds flow in from aisles in the 
orchestra, from side stage and 
down stairs from balcony level. 
The sets, consisting in Act I of a 
series of boardwalk-like construc- 
tions, are moved around by stage- 
hands in costume. It’s as exciting 
as a three-ring circus. 


Musical drawbacks 

The musical drawbacks are 
immediately obvious, the greatest 
being that no soloist can face more 
than a tiny part of the audience. 
Also, despite the placing of a 
dozen or so TV monitors around 
the house, the chorus has trouble 
picking up cues from the conduc- 
tor. 

On the plus side, the projection 
of orchestral sound is remarkable; 
and unlike the Orpheum (where 
three of this season’s operas will 
be performed), the instrumental 
sound has wonderful presence. (It 
is risky to generalize about a space 
so large and varied; at intermis- 
sion I talked to a reviewer sitting 
15 rows behind me, and she had 
very different views on the acous- 
tics.) >

rest of this season, especially since 
Mansouri has programmed to 
make use of the space, focusing 
on spectacular operas like Aida. 
(Is it too much to hope for a few 
elephants?) 

Prince Igor was just as much a 
surprise and delight as the theater. 
Despite expectations, almost none 
of the music was familiar. Except 
for one tiny segment, all of the 
Kismet tunes are drawn from the 
“Polovtsian Dances” suite. But 
Borodin is a master melodist (he 
has always had my nomination 
for the greatest melodist), and the 
piece is drenched with traditional 
Russian harmonies of the kind 
found in Boris Godunov, and the 
heady exoticism of the Polovtsian 
scenes. 


Stellar cast 


The cast is hard to fault. Lauren 
Flanigan, in her local debut, brings 
greater power than refinement to 
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the role of Igor’s wife, but that’s: 
what this venue requires. She also ’ 
excels in the hand-wringing style 
of acting that can be experienced © 
from hundreds of feet away. ; 
Sergei Leiferkus was a solid 
Igor, singing with his usual finely 
focused light baritone, though one 
couldn’t help feeling that a richer, 
more commanding voice would _ 
have suited better (recalling how 
Paul Plishka mesmerized his au- 
dience in a similar role in War and 
Peace a few years ago). 7 
Jeffrey Baker sang and acted’ 
the evil Galitsky so powerfully 
that he made one’s skin crawl. 
Paata Burchuladze was magnifi- 
cent as the Polovtsian khan, fill- 
ing the hall with a bass of such 
richness and depth that it sug- 
gested a whole range of roles he’d 
be great in (beginning with Boris).

Ain’t She Sweet? Cute, huh? 

Yes, after seven of the loneliest months I have 
ever spent — the seven months since Eliza died 
— I’ve adopted a new kitten! 

I’ve named her Nelly Custis, but for reasons 
that are obvious, I find myself calling her 
“Fluffball.” She’s only five or six weeks old, but 
she’s already been through an ordeal that 
shouldn’t happen to, well, a dog. 

Early last month, someone found her in the 
street in San Leandro and took her to the 
Alameda County Pet Emergency Clinic. She was 
only a few days old, and it looked like she 
wouldn’t live much longer. She was malnour- 
ished, exhausted, and suffering from an upper 
respiratory infection. Her eyes were scabbed shut 
from conjunctivitis, and even though she was 
starving to death, she was too weak to eat. 

The normal procedure would be to humanely 
put her to death. 

But Dr. Tim Herrity, the veterinarian in 
charge, just couldn’t bring himself to do it. 
Something about this helpless little gray kitten 
touched his heart, and he decided to try to save 
her. 

Since she was too weak to eat, they had to 
shove a feeding tube down her throat for the first 
few days. After she started eating on her own, 
Herrity and his staff bottle-fed her every two 
hours ‘round the clock. 

One of those staffers was technician Jennifer 
Tigue, who also works at Berkeley Dog & Cat 
Hospital, my home-away-from-home during 
Eliza’s last few years. She told me about the tiny 
kitten. 

I went over to Berkeley Dog & Cat to look at 
her, and as soon as Jennifer brought her out, I 
knew: This was The One. 

Since then we’ ve been spending our time 
getting to know each other. After almost 17 years 
with Eliza, who knew all my moves inside and 
out, it’s a new experience to have to earn a cat’s 
trust. 

But our bonding is coming along nicely. Right 
now she’s at the pounce stage, attacking anything 
that moves — especially my toes in the early 
morning. Yesterday, she ruthlessly stalked and 
killed an innocent white sweat sock. 

A few days ago I called Dr. Herrity to tell him 
how much I appreciate all he did to save Nelly’s 
life. “I don’t know how to thank you,” I said. 

“Actually,” he said, “there is one thing you 
can do to thank me: Give her a good home.” 

Count on it, Doc, count on it. 

You may be wondering: Who was the original 
Nelly Custis? She was George Washington’s 
granddaughter, and the apple of his eye. 

Nelly’s father died when he was 27, just 
before the end of the Revolutionary War; and his 
widow remarried soon after. So Nelly and her 
little brother, George Washington Parke Custis 
(known as “Washy”), went to live with their 
grandparents at Mount Vernon. 

From the beginning, there was a special bond 
between Nelly and her “Grandpapa.” “He liked 
me to ask him for all that I wished to have, and 
never refused me anything,” she wrote years 
later. “I never felt that awe of him which others 
did.” 

Under his loving guidance, she blossomed into 
one of the most delightful young women in the 
country. Benjamin Latrobe, the architect of the 
U.S. Capitol, wrote, “The soul beaming through 
her countenance and glowing in her smile is as 
superior to her face as mind is to matter.” 

She married Washington’s nephew, Lawrence 
Lewis, at Mount Vernon on Feb. 22, 1799, 
Washington’s birthday. Washington himself gave 
the bride away. 

Unfortunately, it all went downhill after that. 
Ten months later Washington died, and Martha 
followed him the next year. 

Nelly had eight children, and it was her sad 
fate to outlive them all. 

All her life, she remained faithful to 
Washington’s memory. She despised Thomas 
Jefferson because of what she felt was his 
disloyalty to her Grandpapa. 

On the other hand, she adored Andrew Jack- 
son, because he reminded her of Grandpapa. 

She died in 1852 at the age of 74, and was 
buried near her Grandpapa at Mount Vernon. The 
obelisk on her grave reads, “Reared under the 
roof of the Father of his Country, this lady was 
not more remarkable for the beauty of her person 
than for the superiority of her mind. She lived to 
be admired.” 

So does than mean I’ ve forgotten Eliza? Not 
for a second. To tell the truth, getting Nelly has 
finally made me face the fact that Eliza is really 
gone; and I miss her more than ever. 

It reminds me of what Thomas Jefferson said 
when someone congratulated him on replacing 
Benjamin Franklin as ambassador to France: 

“Sir, nobody can replace Dr. Franklin. I merely 
succeed him.” 

Nelly is a worthy successor.

Continued from front page 
advice of counsel,” Riffer said. 

Whether Albany and El Cerrito residents are aware 
of the difference of opinion is uncertain. Those present 
at last week’s Board of Education meeting congratu- 
lated the district on moving to address concerns but 
also stressed that the mitigations proposed are key to 
gaining neighborhood support. 

Residents also said they would like more details on 
how such plans would be carried out, as well as more 
information on the flow of vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic. 

Whether or not the city would approve the mitiga- 
tions proposed in the city’s right of way is “unclear,” 
said City Administrator Daren Fields. It is also unde- 
termined at this point whether the district would take 
the lead in planning and financing mitigations. 

“It’s unclear because they have exempted them- 
selves (from city review) and they have developed 
their own CEQA process that is not the standard,” said 
Fields, emphasizing a willingness to work with the 
district. 

Ordinarily, a CEQA project with negative impacts 
would go through the city to ascertain what mitiga- 
tions, if any, can be accomplished. The district, accord- 
ing to city staff has not done that. 

Complicating the matter further is a section in 
Patton’s letter referring to the school district’ s decision 
not to include fire sprinklers in construction of the new 
two-story school. 

According to the letter, Fire Chief Mare McGinn 
“has indicated that he will require the entire curb on the 
north side of Brighton Avenue along the property 
frontage... be painted red. No parking or other pickup/

munities. Major principals in development, real estate, 
leasing, architectural and investment companies, in- 
cluding company presidents, tried to convince Agency 
members that they were the best choice for develop- 
ment of the Plaza. 

The proposal from Milton Bilak, owner of half the 
Plaza, was quite different. Though Bilak and his son 
were present in the audience, neither was involved in 
the presentation. Neither was Wal-Mart, a partner in 
the proposal, directly represented. Instead, their attor- 
ney presented the plan in a brief manner. The architect 
for the proposed project also described its design to the 
Agency but discussed no other similar projects he has 
accomplished. (His firm has designed a shopping center 
in Sacramento and in other cities “across the country.”) 

Also unusual was the presentation from Jack 
Bariteau. Bariteau said he was “on his own” as a 
developer. His “team” is himself, with his partner as 
financial backer. He believes that approach allows him 
flexibility in selecting “projects of worth.” He told the 


’ Agency he even leases them himself when completed, 


unless it makes more sense to hire a leasing agent. (He 
has worked with Terranomics, for example.) 

Over the years, Bariteau said, he has built up rela- 
tions with companies, such as Crown Books and Long’s, 
often represented in his centers. Lucky has been an 
anchor store in each center he has designed, he said. 

He showed design slides chosen to illustrate his 
interest in ease of pedestrian movement, his “Main 
Street” orientation, his desire to create “a downtown 
sense” and his use of lights and other elements to keep 
the centers alive after dark. 

The projects Bariteau presented were concentrated 
in the San Jose/ Santa Cruz area; some are redevelop-

holding community forums and acting as a liason with the 
police department for those who feel they have been 
treated unfairly. 

“I see you gave this a good going over, Thelma,” said 
Albany Mayor Mike Brodsky, who himself had little 
comment on the plan. Councilmember Bob Good had no 
comment about the plan other than to say that the task 
force deserved all the comments anyone could give. 

Police Chief Larry Murdo then threw his two cents in, 
particularly in regard to the suggested revival of the 
graffitti wall. Murdo said there had been some problems 
with both youth and adults from other jurisdictions leay- 
ing their mark on the wall, sometimes during night time 
hours, bringing up possible graffitti-related “turf” issues. 
Cautioning the council that a wall could cause problems,

Measure F election, calling the budget crisis which was 
one of the main selling points of the cardroom “greatly 
exaggerated.” 

Although a 1994 city-sponsored newsletter which was 
later sent out as campaign literature stated the projected 
deficit for fiscal year 1997/98 to be $1.2 million, accord- 
ing to city records, the projection for that year should 
have been $995,000 as of April, 1994, and approximately 
$800,000 by the time the election was conducted in 
November of that year. 

Also, although the projection for 1994/95 listed a 
deficit of nearly $600,000, according to a report issued 
earlier this year, the city ended up $95,000 in the black. 

“I don’t think the citizens of Albany deserve to be 
manipulated,” says Ely, who softens the comment by 
saying, “I'd like to look beyond (the cardroom) and look 
toward healing some of those wounds.” 

Among Ely’s backers, though, one finds a pair of 
staunch cardroom opponents in CRG President David 
Arkin and former council member Joyce Jackson, who 
was active in the No on F campaign in 1994. 

“He’s a good, solid citizen,” says Arkin. “He’s not 
afraid to stand up for what’s right.” Arkin also says that 
he is among those who find the council to be somewhat 
less than satisfactory, adding that “it’s not going to be that 
way in two more months.” 

Although Ely has the least experience in city politics 
of the four candidates, having served on the Ad Hoc 
Committee for Electoral Reform, a block captain in the 
Earthquake Preparedness Program, as well as a CRG 
board member, he has apparently done his homework and 


“come up with an opinion on just about every issue that has 


passed before the council during the last year or so. 
Not unexpectedly, he echos the concerns of many 

council-watchers that those who now govern the city can 

at times be somewhat less than responsive to the public. 
“They don’t scem to listen,” he says. “It seems to 


bother a lot of people ... I think they have their ideas and 
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dropoff activity can occur in this area. Student pickup/ 
dropoff activity must be accommodated on the site and 
the plan should be modified to reflect this change.” The 
change would be required, apparently, to ensure fire 
department access to the site in case of an emergency. 

District officials were not available for comment at 
press time. 

The city of El Cerrito is also putting pressure on the 
district, with the El Cerrito City Council unanimously 
passing a motion Sept. 3 giving its staff authority to act. 

“We instructed our attorney to communicate with 
the school district that we expect them to do the 
mitigations themselves and pay for them. If not we will 
sue,” said E] Cerrito City Councilmember Norman La 
Force, who chair’s the legal committeee of the San 
Francisco Bay Chapter of the Sierra Club. 

La Force said he agrees with the city of Albany on 
a number of points, including the belief that the 
public outcry necessitates an environmental impact 
review. 

“Tt sounds reasonable to me. I think they (the city of 
Albany) are probably accurate on that,” La Force said. 

Albany resident Bob Blum, an active member of the 
North Albany Neighborhood Association, said his 
group has hoped the district and city could find a way 
to work together in resolving the issues and realizes 
that getting the traffic and safety mitigations accom- 
plished may be a long way off. 

However, he also gave the district credit for going 
through a process that has attempted to address area 
concerns. 

“Tn the process, the residents’ concerns have been 
crystalized. Residents have come up with a number of 
suggestions and the school district has considered 


ment projects. He is based in San Leandro. 

The Martin Group (working with American Stores/ 
Lucky) made it clear in its presentation that it is a 
locally oriented developer (though a major one), with 
well known nearby projects in its resume, including 
Powell Street Plaza and the Emeryville Public Market. 
The ELS architectural firm’s representative pointed to 
a Singapore retail redevelopment project as an illustra- 
tion of an attractive parking/retail relationship and to a 
recently completed Phoenix project as a model combi- 
nation of “park land and water combined with retail. 

“We think this sort of thing would work well in El 
Cerrito,” he said. 

A representative of Sares-Regis, on the other hand, 
stressed his company’s interest in creating a center 
with its own “unique identity,” not one that would be 
“like Emeryville or Albany” but one “like El Cerrito.” 

Each person or group had 20 minutes to make their 
presentations; most stayed under their alloted time 
limits. Agency members then had 10 minutes sched- 
uled for questions of the presenters. They did not use 
the entire time, asking only a question or two of each. 

Council chambers and the adjacent room (equipped 
with two television monitors) were packed at the 
beginning of the presentation session. After an hour or 
two, though, audience members began to drift away. 
Some noted the difficulties in distinguishing between 
all the details of the proposals. 

Several residents did comment on the proposals 
following all seven presentations. Steve Price reported 
that Sustainable E] Cerrito had a “record turnout” at a 
recent meeting on the proposals. Generally, he said, 
members were “disappointed to see large, expansive 
parking lots” in the proposals and would have pre- 
ferred “streetscapes” like Fourth Street, Berkeley and 


Murdo suggested that if it were to be re-instituted, there 
should be rules as to who uses it and at what hours such 
use would be appropriate . 

Speaking on behalf of the public was Albany resident 
Dario Meniketti, who began by thanking the task force for 
their time and effort and then blasted the plan for the many 
details he felt had been left out. Among the areas in which 
Meniketti found the plan lacking were the number of teen 
pregnancies in Albany, cases of venerial disease among 
teens, the amount of drug use, smokers, teen drinkers, 
fights, rapes and number of freshman who don’t graduate 
from high school. 

“How can we correct when we don’t know what needs 
correcting?” Meniketti said. “We must avoid having the 
blind leading the blind.” 

With the public comment period closed, Rubin then 


they don’t want anything to get in the way of their ideas.” 

As for the environment, which has been one of the 
most publicized issues the current council has champi- 
oned, Ely lands somewhere in the middle of the spectrum, 
calling himself an “environmentally-concerned” person. 
“T’ve never been a Sierra Club member, but we’ ve always 
recycled,” he says. 

Ely does not support Measure R, the city-sponsored 
open space measure which would levy a $69-per-year tax 
for creek restoration, playfield acquisition and the pur- 
chase of land on Albany Hill. Though he says he is 
strongly in favor of the goals Measure R would achieve, 
he calls it “not well-enough defined” in that it does not set 
forth as precisely as he would like the property to be 
purchased or the projects it would fund. 

As for other issues of the day: 

* Ely supports the citizen-sponsored Measure Q over 
city-sponsored Measure O, a pair of competing ballot 
measures which relate to the appointment and removal of 
citizen volunteers from advisory boards and commis- 
sions. The two measures were spawned by Councilmem- 
ber Elizabeth Baker’s request last fall for all of her 
appointees to resign, which led to the controversial re- 
moval of former council member Bill Cain from the 
Planning and Zoning Commission. 

Ely seems to echo the sentiments of those who spon- 
sored Measure Q, saying, “I know (city government) can 
get bogged down in endless meetings and endless public 
participation, but that’s part of the process. We need to get 
people involved.”

nario. If it is close, consider the 
strong possibility that the next 
offer (if there is one) may be less. 
If that occurs, you will appreciate 
what you gave up, but it will be 
too late. As a rule, in the absence 
of multiple offers, the first offer 
tends to be the highest. This holds 
only if the asking price is not out- 
rageously over market value. 

Even in “hot” areas, where it is 
considered a seller’s market, pre- 
sumption can backfire on the 
seller. I have witnessed competi- 
tive offer situations mishandled 
to the point where all the buyers 
disappeared, much to the seller’s 
detriment. 

Overconfidence can be re- 
flected not only by the rejection 
of a reasonable offer, but also by 
an agent’s pronouncement that 
“offers will not be looked at by 
the seller until (a certain date).”

I have never understood the 
logic of a seller refusing to review 
an offer. If showings to buyers are 
allowed only after the brokers’ 
tour (so the house gets full market 
exposure), it is to the seller’s ad- 
vantage to examine a buyer’s con- 
tract. The seller can always 
counter or reject the offer. He can 
also withhold a response for a day 
or two if he thinks other contracts 
are forthcoming. Regardless, no 
one knows when the market will 
change and offers should always 
be welcomed and respected. 

There are some agents who will 
vigorously disagree with my po- 
sition. They will testify about how 
their sellers have benefited from 
multiple offers created by holding 
off presentations during the first 
week of marketing. This can and 
does happen. 

I also know from experience, 
however, that multiple offers of- 
ten do not materialize as expected. 
In those instances, the leverage 
goes to the buyer whose offer was 
held back, and who now knows 
the property is not as popular as 
portrayed. We are assuming, of 
course, that the buyer is willing to 
wait around. If he does, this can 
result in his lowering the bid and 
taking a tougher negotiating 
stance. When that happens, the 
seller is the loser and his agent 
shares responsibility in the loss. 


DON’T be ignorant of the pro- 
visions of the purchase contract 
and other, related addenda and 
paperwork. 


DO carefully read the contract 
clauses and sign only if you un- 


derstand the documents. You can 
either take responsibility before 
you commit, or try to extricate 
yourself from an unwanted agree- 
ment afterward. I do not recom- 
mend the second option. 

Before choosing an agent, ask 
him or her to explain which clauses 
benefit you and which benefit the 
buyer. Select an agent who knows 
contracts and how to represent 
you. 


DON’T forget to clean off slip- 
pery walks, steps and decks dur- 
ing the rainy season. 


DO remove moss and wet 
leaves and keep all outside walk- 
ing areas well maintained. I have 
ungracefully fallen on my kiester 
several times on wet days because 
the seller had not considered the 
safety of visitors. Besides being a 
hindrance to the sale, it can also 
be a legal liability if a buyer or 
agent is injured because of this 
oversight. 


DON’T neglect outdoor weed- 
ing and upkeep. 


DOkeep your grounds neat and 
well tended. Weeds, overgrown 
lawns and unkempt landscaping 
can detract from other favorable 
aspects of the property. If you 
cannot do it yourself, it is worth- 
while to hire a gardener while the 
home is on the market. 


DON’T hire “unknown” com- 
panies for pest control and other 
inspections. 


DO ask an experienced local

agent for recommendations. An 
example of this happened just to- 
day. I have been in contact with a 
couple who are thinking about sell- 
ing their home. They invited me 
over to discuss their situation. 

During our conversation, they 
informed me they had recently 
ordered a pest control inspection. 
They had thought about asking 
my advice, but went ahead with 
people who had been referred to 
them. 

Unfortunately, the firm they 
chose is not one commonly used 
by the real estate community. The 
frequently selected companies 
have earned our trust by estab- 
lishing a track record of reliable 
service and integrity. New outfits 
are suspect because we don’t know 
if they will stand behind their work 
when there is a problem. 

Had the sellers called someone 
from the list I would have pro- 
vided, they would have benefited 
in two ways: 1) They would not 
have to pay $85 for a further in- 
spection of their exterior stucco 
walls. I would have set it up to 
have had all the inspections done 
during the inspector’s first visit; 
and, 2) they would have avoided 
the potential problem of a buyer 
(at his agent’s prompting) asking 
for a new inspection from a 
“known” pest control operator. 
This can cause many complica- 
tions (discussed in my Not Just 
Termites articles). 


DON’T overlook the unfavor- 
able impact of not having a ga- 
rage. 


DO treat this the same as too 
many steps or a busy street —take 
it off the price. Most buyers re- 
quire a secure place to park their 
vehicles. 


DON’T withhold any negative 
information about the property. 


DO tell your agent everything - 


that is, or could be, a problem. Put 
it in writing on the Transfer Dis- 
closure Statement. You are obli- 
gated by law to do so. Even if you 
had the work done, it is a good 
idea to disclose what went wrong 
and when it was fixed. 

For example, a seller may not 
think to report a drainage problem 
repaired two years ago as it has 
not shown signs of water penetra- 
tion since. If the drainage issue 
recurs after close of escrow, the 
buyer may look at the seller’s fail- 
ure to disclose as a fraudulent 
omission of a material fact. If the 
ultimate solution is a $15,000 
drainage system, the seller could 
be liable for that amount plus le- 
gal costs. 

“Forgetting” to communicate 
problems is not an acceptable ex- 
cuse, especially if the item has an 
appreciable impact on the value 
or appeal of the home. Failure to 
disclose is behind most buyer law- 
suits against sellers. As a point of 
information, when the seller gets 
sued, his agent is invariably alsoa 
defendant in the lawsuit. 


DON’T take the process per- 
sonally.

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Putting green expensive proposition 


Q: I'm interested in installing a 
putting green in my rear yard no 
larger thar. 100-125 square feet. 
The area is now prepped with soil 
conditioners, fertilizer, and top soil. 
What type of lawn do I use and is 
there any other prep work neces- 
sary? I see that there is a bonsai 
lawn seed. Will this grow short 
enough so that I won't need a spe- 
cial lawn mower? I don’tneed to be 
at Pebble Beach, just something 
that I can have fun with. 


A: Putting greens are very ex- 
pensive to build and maintain. They 
require more water and fertilizer 
than anormal lawn because you are 
mowing frequently, three times per 
week and very close to the ground, 
usually 1/2 inch or lower, and per- 
fect drainage is essential. Lawn fun- 
gus is a major problem, so your soil 
preparation is very important. You 
will need to double or triple the 
amount recommended for a normal 
turf. 


Bonsai tall fescue is not recom- 
mended for putting greens as it 
grows too tall. Hybrid Bermuda or 
a bent grass variety are the pre- 
ferred grass varieties for putting 
greens. I suggest you plant hybrid 
Bermuda because you have warm 
summers. Also, you will need to 
purchase a special seven-blade lawn 
mower to mow it. Simply put, there 
is a lot involved in installing and 
maintaining a putting green and I 
do not recommend it for home gar- 
dens. 

Q: I have a beautiful 15-foot 
maple that has a borer infestation. 
I have found several areas of dam- 


age and have cleaned off the dead 
bark, sealed the areas and sprayed 
with Dursban. I notice that the 
leaves are now falling off the tips of 
several branches. Should I remove 
these branches? What can I expect 
to be charged to have an expert 
evaluate the problem? 

A: Japanese red maples are not 
usually susceptible to borers in the 
Bay Area. Die-back is more than 
likely caused from a soil-borne dis- 
ease called “verticillium wilt.” Ran- 
dom die-back occurs in sections 
and the dead stems are a very dark 
color or black, Heavy soils and ex- 
cess moisture during spring, sum- 
mer and fall add to the problem 
after wet winters. 

I would prune out the infected 
area. Be sure to sterilize you shears 
after each cut with Lysol or bleach 
to avoid spreading the disease. I 
would watch the moisture level 
during the growing season. It’s very 
difficult to guess what a consulta- 
tion might cost. It could be a mini- 
mum of $50 or as high as $150. 


Q: We have our back yard land- 
scaped with ice plant. Each spring 
we get a healthy crop of weeds/ 
grasses after the rains. Until now 
we have spent several hours pulling 
the unwanted grasses before they 
goto seed. We were told to sprinkle 
Dachtal on the area before the rain 
starts. Will this work or is there a 
better way than pulling the weeds 
out? 

A: Hand-weeding any area is 
always a pain, so Luse herbicides to 
make the task easier. Dachtal is a 
pre-emergent herbicide that will kill

the dormant weeds before they ger- 
minate, and recommend you do so 
in the fall before the rainy season 
begins. If you would rather use a 
liquid, then Surflan will also do the 
trick. 

You can control the broadleaf 
and grassy weeds in the ice plant 
during the spring, summer and fall 
with ice plant weeder or use Poast 
for grassy weed control. These are 
selective herbicides that kill broad- 
leaf weeds and grass without dam- 
aging the ice plant.

* receives purchase funds 
from the buyer; 


* prepares or secures the deed 
or other documents related to 
escrow; 


* prorates taxes, interest, in- 
surance and rents according to 
instructions; 


* secures releases of all con- 
tingencies or other conditions 
as imposed on any particular es- 
crow; 


* records deeds and any other 
documents as instructed; 


* requests issuance of the title 
insurance policy; 


¢ closes escrow when all the 
instructions of buyer and seller 
have been carried out; 


¢ disburses funds as autho- 
rized by instructions, including 
charges for title insurance, re- 
cording fees, real estate com- 
missions and loan payoffs; 


* prepares final statements for 
the parties accounting for the 
disposition of all funds depos- 
ited in escrow. (These are use- 
ful in the preparation of tax re- 
turns.)

* offer legal advice; 

* negotiate the transaction; 

* offer investment advice.

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As a general contractor special- 
izing inresidential remodeling, new 
construction and historical restora- 
tion, we talk with many different 
people. 

Clients, subcontractors, suppli- 
ers, employees, building department 
officials and architects are some of 
the people with whom our com- 
pany interacts on a daily basis. 
Sometimes there are several inter- 
actions with the same person dur- 
ing the same day with different 
members of our company’s team. 

With all this communicating tak- 
ing place it becomes very important 
to be clear about what the words we 
are using mean. In a business such 
as ours, where we are building some- 
thing like acustom car ina different 
living room with every job we to, 
there are so many traps we can fall 
into when we are not careful about 
what we mean to say. 

This is always a challenge when 
we are working with a client to 
define the scope of work. One of the 
big pitfalls is “buzzwords”. These 
are the technical terms which a spe- 
cialist uses without being aware of 
how foreign they sound to the lis- 
tener who is quite unfamiliar with 
what is being discussed * 

“R-value” is an example. I use 
this term very often. It is a measure 
of resistance to heat flow. It refers 
to the relative efficiency of differ- 
ent types and thicknesses of insula-

tion in stabilizing the temperature 
of a space. 

A person completely unfamiliar 
with the term might hear it and have 
no idea of whatis being talked about. 
Both the client and the service pro- 
vider benefit from making sure they 
each understands the meaning of 
buzzwords. 

Commonly used words can mean 
so many different things to people it 
is amazing! Let’s look atacouple of 
examples. 

“Done!” What an important word 
in construction, “I am done with 
that task. What should I do now?” 
This acommon statement/question 
combination that one hears on a job 
site all the time. 

In this context what does “done” 
mean? It might mean that the task is 
done. Does it also mean that the 
tools used have been put away? 
That the work area has been cleaned 
up? That the unused material has 
been returned to it’s proper storage 
area? 

Who knows? Only the people 
who decide that they want to be 
clear about what they are agreeing 
to before they walk away from an 
interaction. 

For the client the best part of the 
project is usually when itis “done”. 
Does this always mean the same 
thing a to the builder that it does to 
the client? Let’s look at some of the 
possible meanings used for “done” 


| Saying exactly what you mean 


by these different parties. 

The client might think that 
“done” means finished, complete, 
the builder is leaving— never to 
have to work anymore on this project 
and that the completed project can 
be used for it’s intended purpose. 
“Hallelujah, we have our house back 
to ourselves!” 

What might the builder be think- 
ing? The carpenter who has been 
working on site reports to his super- 
visor that the project is done. Ques- 
tions the supervisor and the carpen- 
ter might have asked each other 
before saying the project was done 
(if they worked in the remodeling 
company you want to have working 
on your house!) might include the 
following: 

+ Is all the work described in our 
contract with the client done? 

Has all remaining material been 
stored in the proper location(s)? 

¢ Has the work area and the rest 
of the client’s home been cleaned as 
was agreed to in the contract? 

Has the client’s list of concerns 
regarding particular aspects of the 
work been satisfactorily addressed? 

¢ Has the client been informed 
that the remodeling company will 
be in contact with them in the next 
week or so to find out if there are 
any additional items that require 
attention? 

That is what “done” means to a 
good remodeling company.

In some companies it means we 
can get out of here and go start 
another project which we will never 
quite get finished. 


Hopefully you can see how tak- 
ing the time to be clear about what 
is being discussed can benefit both 
you and the people you are inviting 
to work on your home. Such discus- 
sions are best when they happen 
before the project starts, not after 
there has been a misunderstanding 
because somebody assumed some- 
thing! 

If the people you are considering 
working with do not feel itis worth 
their time to be clear about what 
they are saying you have learned a 
very valuable thing with very little 
time (and money!) invested; don’t 
hire them and keep on looking. 


You know what I mean, don’t 
you?

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DRE announces increase in licensing fees

Real estate license and ex- 
amination fees will increase in 
January because the Depart- 
ment of Real Estate (DRE) is on 
unsound economic ground. 


The fee increases are meant 
to compensate for the loss of 
income to the Department over 
the last several years. These 
losses are due primarily to a re- 
duction in the number of exist- 
ing licensees as well as the fact 
that fewer new real estate pro- 
fessionals are coming onboard 
in California, according to Dan 
Garrett, Assistant Commis- 
sioner for Legislation and leg- 
islative coordinator for the DRE. 


It’s not news that the number 
of licensed real estate people 
has dropped significantly over 
the past decade. Currently, there 
are approximately 326,362 
people licensed to sell real es- 
tate, a figure that includes cor- 
porations as well as brokers and 
sales people. In 1992 there were 
nearly 376,000 licenses and that 
was fewer than there were the 
previous year. 


The downturn coincides with 
the lackluster performance of 
real estate in general in the state. 
“I don’t know if we’re ever 
going to see 400,000 licensees 
again,” Garrett observed. Soin 
order to keep its doors open, the 
DRE asked the California As- 
sociation of Realtors to sponsor 
a bill which was carried to the 
legislature by Assemblyman 
Gary Miller, R-60th District 
whose constituents are located 
in West Covina in Southern 
California. 


And it’s a done deal. Gover- 
nor Wilson signed the legisla- 
tion, (AB 2536). There was no 
organized opposition to the bill, 
according to Garrett. The in- 
creases could raise the sales 
person’s renewal fee by $75 
and the broker license renewal 
by $85. The new renewal rates 
would then be $245 for sales 
associates and $300 for a bro- 
ker.

double from $30 to $60. The 
broker exam goes up from $60 
to $95. Garrett said that al- 
though the bill authorizes a 
maximum amount that can be 
charged, the Commissioner 
through regulations can set the 
fees lower than the maximum. 
“Which we anticipate doing,” 
Garrett said. 


The fall off in licenses has 
been gradual. By April of this 
year there had been a mere 3 
percent reduction in the total 
number of licenses in the state 
compared to the same time last 
year. But that is higher than the 
average annual decline since 
1992 which was 2.63 percent. 
Some of this is due to natural 
attrition as older licensees drop 
out of the business. 


But a lot of it is due to 
people who simply allow their 
licenses to lapse (there is no 
license surrender option for a 
real estate professional at the 
moment) after four years. And 
this downward trend is a good 
indication that all is not well in 
the realm of California real es- 
tate. The same downturn holds 
true for examinations which 
reflect newcomers to the busi- 
ness. As of February, the num- 


ber of broker and sales person 
examinations given by the DRE 
declined at least 33 percent in 
both categories compared to the 
same period a year ago. 


“Tt was clear from the fiscal 
situation in the Department 
that we won't be an effective 
regulator unless we increase 
our fees,” Garrett said. “We’re 
down 30 percent of staff. Three 
years ago there were 408 au- 
thorized positions. Now there 
are 314 authorized positions but 
only 265 actual bodies. We 
closed our Santa Ana office in 
October and are facing closing 
three of our five offices.” 


Garrett said that if the DRE 
did not get the fee increase it 
would probably have to shutter 
their offices in San Francisco, 
Fresno and San Diego. The DRE 
is the watchdog agency charged 
with keeping everybody in the 
real estate business honest. They 
investigate violations and pro-

tect the public in real property 
transactions. Their investigators 
look into citizen complaints 
and make certain unlicensed 
people are not performing acts 
for compensation for which a 
license is required. 


In addition to real estate bro- 
kers and sales people, property 
managers, mortgage brokers and 
leasing agents all fall under the 
purview of the DRE. Licensees 
may be sanctioned with such 
penalties as revocation or sus- 
pension. There are civil penal- 
ties for punishing unlicensed in- 
dividuals who run afoul of the 
Department. California has been 
the nation’s leader in regulating 
real estate transactions through 
licensing laws. The DRE has 
been issuing licenses to real es- 
tate professionals since 1917 
when the first law of its kind in 
this country was created. 


In addition to reducing the 
number of employees, the DRE 
has attempted to cut costs, ac- 
cording to Garrett. “You know 
how tough it’s been since 1990 
and it’s been just as tough for 
us,” he said. “We’ve made $12 
million in cuts. Our pool of 
licensees are less and less, and 
four years down the road our 
renewal fees are getting smaller 
and smaller. We look at a situ- 
ation where we have a double or 
triple work load, and the same 
staff and office size.” 


The question some might ask, 
however, is whether or not the 
DRE is too big? After all, if 
there are fewer licensees there 
ought to be less work. Not so, 
says Garrett. “We're severely 
backlogged in our major work 
items. Investigations are running 
way too long, the case load is 
way too high. Six months to a 
year to finish up an investiga- 
tion is not serving the public. 


These people are really 
crooks, they’re out there run- 
ning around six or eight extra 
months before we get in there 
and stop them.” 


Another issue has to do with 
what happens when real estate 
rebounds, when the Golden 
State becomes rich again with 
real estate transactions? 


“I’m glad the DRE is there 
because it is a deterrent to 
unscrupulous brokers,” said 
Castro Valley broker Link 
Corkery, owner of Property 
Counselors. “If it means increas- 
ing the fees, so be it. But when 
business picks up again, does 
that mean the fees are going to 
go down? I don’t think so.”

The FHA 203(k) appraiser pro- 
vides an estimate of value for the 
203(k) fixer-upper loan. This valu- 
ation assumes that all repairs and 
renovations have been completed. 
In other words, the appraiser is 
giving you a “completed” value 
before work begins. Magic or 
guess work? No, it is not. 

What realty happens is that the 
appraiser is provided a list of re- 
pairs and renovations by the FHA 
203(k) consultant. The consultant 
and homeowner have agreed to 
these repairs beforehand. Once the 
appraiser has this “repair list” and 
recent sales from the neighbor- 
hood, a market value is deter- 
mined. 

The appraiser can also assist in 
deciding whether to buy a fixer- 
upper under this program. The ap- 
praiser provides an estimate of 
market value, reflecting the top 
values in the neighborhood after 
repairs and renovations. Using the 
estimated value, based on similar 
sales, the consultant determines 
the maximum loan amount. 

Guidelines allow for a loan 
amount for up to 110 percent of 
the completed market value of the 
property. For example, a property 
with a market value of $100,000 
could have a $110,000 loan ac- 
cording to the guidelines. Note 
that each participating lender has 
its own policies on maximum loan 
amounts.

BART observed its 24th year 
of service to the people of the Bay 
Area on Sept. 11. The system first 
opened its doors for passenger ser- 
vice on Sept. 11, 1972, with the 
operation ‘of the first 26-mile leg 
between Fremont and the 
MacArthur station in North Oak- 
land. 


Since the start-up of service 
the system has carried 1.3 billion 
people more than 16 billion miles. 
About 600 million of those pas- 
sengers took the train through the 
transbay tube. 


When BART was first built it 
was a 71.5-mile system with a 
fleet of 450 transit cars. 


Today, with the North Con- 
cord and Colma stations open, the 
system’s passenger operation has
